A GOOD Cond 
~ SWAPS IDEAS

if YOU enjoy cooking, half: of 
your pleasure probably hes in 
chatting und exchanging ideas 
on the subject with neighbors 
who share your interest.

Often simble little touches 
vill convert a dish that your 
family usually dislikes into one 
that they wiil beg for. Again 
left-ovels May be used in com- 
binations that seein ‘unusually 
celicious although they ccst but 
a few pennies. 

One of the things tniat one ot 
my friends has discove-ed is the 
use Of dried fruits in preparing 
inexpensive meat dishes. She 
makes a delectable lamb stew 
with dumplings that owes a lot 
of its goodness te the use of 
dried apricots. Dried prunes and 
white marrow beans go imto 2 
beef stew that has its origin in 
France and a handful of raisins 
into a mutton stew or into a 
Spanish steak. Dried fruit has 
1. way of adding a subtle swect- 
ness to meats. You can take the 
fruit out before the dish goes to 
the table if you wish or vou can 
leave it there. Dried truit has a 
way of taking away the stronz 
fiavor of meats lke multony hve 
or game birds. 

Chilled Fruit Soup 

Our party menus today in- 
‘lude some simple foods that are 
made unusual by their treat- 
ment. Instead of the usual fruit 
cup, our first menu begins with 
a chilled fruit soup. To make it. 
add a pinch of salt to three 
cups of pineapple juice and one- 
half cup water. Add three table- 
spoons of quick cooking tapioca 
and cook until transparent. Add 
one-half cup lemon juice and 
one-half cup granulated sugar 
and stir until the later is dis- 
solved. Chill. Just before serving 
add one orange cut into small 
cubes. Put into bouillon cups and 
garnish with tiny mint sprigs 
stuck into slices of lemon. You 
can make this “soup” the day 
hefore and keep it in the refrig- 
erator until you are ready to use 
it. The recipe makes eight serv- 
ings. 


Minced Mushrooms 

The main dish depends on a 
little chopped left-over ham to 
give it just the right flavor. Fry 
four tablespoons of finely chop- 
ped ham in one tabdlespoon but- 
ter for three minutes. Add about 
sixteen large mushrooms that 
have ben peeled and coarsely 
chopped. Moisten with one cup

Chilean Governinent 
Makes Success of State 
Pawnshops 


"T"HERE are few countries in 
the world where the State 
acts as’ official pawnbroker to its 
citizens, but the Caja de Credito 
Populat a State pawnshop es- 
t<blished by the Chilean Gov- 
ermiment, has completed six 
flourishing years of activity. 

When founded, ihe govern- 
ment of the day sought to 
cheapnen credit facilities for the 
needy classes. The average Chi- 
lean workingman lives from one 
day to another and not infre- 
quently pawns his household 
goods weekly. Previously. the 
pawnbroking business was large- 
ly in the hands of the Spanish 
colony, and in defense of the 
scheme, it was urged trat the 
privately-owned pawnshops 
charged as much as three per 
cent per month, or thirty-six per 
cent per annum. The Caja only 
charges interest of one and one- 
half per cent per month. 

It was nataral, then, that the 
cstablisked firms should set up 
an outcry when the State de- 
c.ded to act as-competitors in a 
véry lucrative business. Even so, 
the scheme worked harmoniously 
for some years. Spanish private 
brokers tried to defeat their 
State competitors’ low interest 
rates by loaning a higher per- 
centage of the article’ pledged. 
Ai present the State has estab- 
lished branches all over Chile 
anu Maintains strict control of 
private pawnshops through a 
rather thorough inspection sys- 
tem 

Provisional President Don 
Cario3 Davila has sought to ex- 
tend the scope of the work car- 
ried out by the State pawnshops, 
and to that end has devised sev- 
eral amendments to the original 
plan When he was arrested by 
the Montero administration for 
biutting against the government, 
it was aileged that one of the 
roints in the revolutionary pro- 
gram was the devolution of all 
pledges in pawnshops to the 
workers, The Chilean press 
scoffed at this idea as being in- 
ciedible and impossible. Yet 
within twenty-four hours after 
seizing power. Senor Davila de- 
creed that all pledges held by the 
State pawnshops, provided they 
were for tools, clothing or other 
essential things, should be re- 
turned to the workers. 

* - . 

O SOONER had Davila taken 

office than amazing scenes 
were enacted in Santiago the 
capital. At six in the morning 
leng tines formed, stretching tor 
many blocks, in order to obtain 
the necessary asses from the 
schools of social service, with 
which to redeem pledges, Like 
any other human being. the Chi- 
lean laborer loves to ec: some- 
thing for noihinz. So, before 
many hours had passed during 
this first day. strong reinforce- 
ments of police were necessary 
to control the crowds which 
wished to get their things out of 
hock 

The anti-climax came wnen 
the government was forced to 
suspend temporarily the hand- 
ing out of the pledges because it 
was feund that some of the 
smart Icborers were getting their 
proper‘y out of the State pawn- 
shops and walking across the 
street to repledge them immedi- 
ately. Sub-sequently all this was 
remedied when orders were is- 
sued that no pledzes would be 
returned to Lneir owners unless 
% woman social inspector had 
Previously satisfied herself that 


the particwar family was in ac-, 


tual want. 

With the development of the 
State pawnshops in Chile. there 
was established a chain of gov- 
ernment stores for the disposal 
of unredeemed pledges. These 
stores are ritnm very much like a 
smal! department store and are 
very popular with the masses be- 
cause of the bargains which are 
frequently offered. Acceding to 
an emoployees association re- 
aquest. President Davila has de- 
creed that bona-fide workers, 
duly enrolled in the State Wel- 
fare Bank. may purchase any 
but luxury goods from these 
stores and pay for them on the 
instalment plan. 

Operating capital for the 
chain of State pawnshops is sup- 
vied by the Chilean Govern- 
ment and all o fthem are housed 
in modern buildings of pleasing 
areritecture. The experiment has 
proven most successful so far 
and. not only are these State 
pawnshops ‘patronized by the 
poorer classes, but the well-to-do 
also make good use of them.
